RECIPROCITY 


ON WOODPULP 


Washington. Sept. 2ii.—John Xor- 


ris, chairman of the Committee on 
Paper of 
the American Newspaper 


Publishers' Association, has issued a 
statement showing that the xleteat 
in Canada of the reciprocity agree- 
in en t has expanded the free zone fo.- 
pulps and paper so as to include all 
of the favored nations. 
His state- 


ment follows: 


"Canada's rejection of reciprocity 


raises a question wiMi respect to the 
fa\ored 
nation 
treaties 
that 
is 


unique. 
Unlike the items contained 


in Section 1 of the reciprocity bill, 
the paper and pulp clause, which was 
Section :!, abolished the duty on Ca- 
nadian pulps and paper subject only 
to a condition precedent that 
the 


pulps and paper must be made from 
unrestricted wood. 


"Section 1 could not go into effect 


until Canada took reciprocal action, 
but Section 2 became effective July 
26, when the 
president signed tile 


reciprocity bill. 
Canada's vote 
of 


rejection "will make Section 1 inef- 
fective, but it will not impair 
the 


pulp and paper section, which can- 
no: be nullified except by a repealing 
act of the American congress, 
and 


such repeal is highly improbable. 


"The importers of pulps and paper 


from Germany, Xorway and Sweden, 
claim that under the favored nations' 
treaty 
the products of these coun- 


tries are entitled to 
the treatment 


that Canada obtains when the pulps 
and paper are made from unrestrict- 
ed woods, and that the tariff 
on 


t ho^o articles is automatically abol- 
ished under like conditions. 
Treas- 


ury department officials say that nb' 
similar case has ever arisen in this 
country."'

DISCUSS SALARY 


OF MINISTERS 


Columbus, Sept. 26.—A 
proposition 


to have the city churches aid in bear- 
ing the burdens of 
country 
charges 


that are not able to meet their obliga- 
tions is a proposition that was dis- 
cussed Monday morning by the Metho- 
dist Episcopal preachers of Columbus 
at Wesley chapel and that 
will be 


brought up at the session of the Col- 
umbus district when it meets at New- 
ark. 


The proposition, which is to make 


the minimum, salary of all ministers in 
1he conference $800 and to draw upon 
ministerial support and 
church ex- 


penditure in the cities to raise salaries 
to that standard, -was supported in the 
meeting by "Rev. Frank Gallilan, pas- 
tor of the Mt Vernon Avenue churcn, 
who was a member of the Portsmouth 
district conference last year when such 
a resolution was passed. 


Opposition to such a system 
was 


voiced by Rev. Dr. L. I. Hart, pastor of 
the Neil Avenue church. 'It is wrong 
to tax the small city churches so 
heavily," he protested. "We will drive 
them to the wall. 


"I have been watching a country pa- 


per religiously for six months and 
have failed to see a single notice of a 
sheriff's sale. Farmers are prosper- 
ous. 
The church that they 
are ex- 


.pected to support does not suffer from, 
'the multiplicity of charities and vari- 
pus enterprises over whose welfare the 
small city church, as well as the large, 
is expected to preside. The members 
of rural churches are able to pay more 
per capita than the members of small 
urban congregations. I represent one 
of the latter and I know that despite 
the fact that 200 members of 
the 


church have paid nothing to its sup- 
port this year, the payment per capi- 
ta for church support and benevol- 
ences has been J10.2S. 


Dr. Hart quoted the minutes of the 


last Columbus district conference by 
individual items, showing that the. 95 
churches in the district that would re- 
ceive the proposed 
aid 
have 25,701 


members and church property of $629,- 
200 value They are but $5,610 in debt 
and have contributed only $9,102 to 
church benevolences. The figures were 
questioned by some ministers present 
but the speaker contended that they 


•utes. 


Following the addresses, which weri 


not discussed, Rev. Dr. Levi Gilbert 
editor of the Western Christian Advo 
cate of Cincinnati, delivered a famous 
sermon-lecture of his on "Immortal- 
ity."
